Mr. Mansfield’s portrayal of the Baron 
Chevriel in “A Parisian Romance“ is an 
Original and powerful creation. It is true 
‘that the part is not one which demands the 
greatest efforts of tragic genius. The only 


Opportunity for a flash of awe-inspiring . 


power occurs in the superb dramatic situa- 
tion at the climax of the banquet scene. But 
Mr. Mansfield brings to the part a talent for 
mimicry of the highest order, and he com- 
pletely merges his identity in the character 
assumed. lle grasps with freshness and 
strehath of soul the idea of a nineteenth- 
eentury voluptuary, and gives it an embodi- 
ment elaborated with the minutest care and 
intensified with startling energy. It is this 
power of intensifying an author’s meaning 
which is the test of dramatic superiority. 
The mirror which Art holds up to Nature 
should do more than merely reflect, 
it should spiritualize and magnify the ob- 
jects reflected. If talent interprets a part, 
genius may be said to create one, and the 
Baron Chevrial of Richard Mausfield is a 
creation briiliant and unique. The actor’s 
play is exquisit—the true touch of the 
artist in ue — 
things whic ordinary mind wou 
ard as — hag That Mr. Mansfield would 
equally successfulina greater part can 
only be inferred, but his career will be 
watched with interest by those whom his 
work has fascin during the last week.
